Annual  Report  of  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health 


To  THE  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors. 

Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  for  your  information,  in 
accordance  with  the  order  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  my 
Annual  Report  upon  the  condition  of  the  public  health,  and 
a  record  of  the  administrative  work  carried  out  by  the  Health 
Department  for  the  year  1924,  together  with  the  vital  statistics 
of  the  Borough.  A  summary  of  the  work  done  and  action  taken 
under  the  Factory  and  Workshops  Acts,  the  Midwives'  Acts, 
and  the  Housing,  Town  Planning,  etc..  Act,  is  also  included 
in  the  Report. 

Summaries  are  also  included  in  the  Report  of  the  general 
public  health  work  carried  out  in  the  Borough,  and  the  action 
taken  in  respect  of  infectious  disease  and  the  measures  adopted 
for  the  prevention  and  control  of  Tuberculosis. 

The  health  of  the  Borough  was  again  satisfactory,  the  death 
rate,  11.40,  being  slightly  higher  than  in  1923,  owing  to  an 
outbreak  of  Influenza  in  the  early  months  of  the  year.  The 
infantile  mortality  rate,  61.8  per  1000  births,  was  8.1  higher 
than  in  the  preceding  year,  but  with  this  exception,  was  the 
lowest  recorded  in  the  Borough. 

The  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  the  Port  of  South¬ 
ampton  for  the  year  1924  is  appended  at  the  end  of  the  Borough 
Report.

POPULATION. 

The  enumerated  population  of  the  County  Borough  of  South¬ 
ampton  taken  on  the  19th  June,  1921,  was: — ^Males,  78,131; 
Females,  82,863 ;  Total,  160,994. 

Owing  to  the  Census  not  having  been  taken  until  June,  it  ; 
was  found  that  many  persons  were  away  on  holiday,  and  an  | 
adjustment  to  what  would  probably  be  the  normal  population  of  • 
the  Borough  was  made  by  the  Registrar-General  of  162,200.  | 

The  estimated  population  of  the  Borough  as  at  30th  June, 
1924,  is  167,300. 

The  estimate  is  made  by  the  Registrar-General,  and  is  based 
on  the  adjusted  1921  figures,  after  allowance  for  the  varying 
rate  of  natural  increase  as  evidenced  by  the  births  and  deaths 
in  each  area,  and  of  migration,  as  indicated  from  other  sources 
of  information,  such  as  changes  in  the  numbers  on  the  Par¬ 
liamentary  Register,  and  the  migration  returns  obtained  from 
the  Board  of  Trade. 
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This  estimate  is  an  increase  of  5,100  over  the  adjusted 
Census  figures.  The  number  of  houses  completed  for  occupation 
from  the  date  of  the  Census  to  the  end  of  1924  was  approxi¬ 
mately  1,863  (see  page  60). 

METEOROLOGY. 

An  abstract  from  the  Meteorological  Register,  kept  at  the 
Ordnance  Office,  is  printed  on  page  80.  The  records  show  that 
the  year  was  a  wet  and  cool  one,  without  any  extremes  of  tempera¬ 
ture.  The  only  dry  period  was  during  February  and  March. 

The  rainfall  for  the  year,  40.5  inches,  was  8  inches  above 
the  average  for  10  years.  Notwithstanding  the  large  rainfall, 
the  sunshine  recorded  was  only  2  hours  less  than  the  average 
for  the  previous  10  years,  the  figures  being  1,629  hours  and  1,631 
hours  respectively. 


BIRTHS. 

The  number  of  births  registered  during  the  year  (53  weeks) 
amounted  to  3,204,  compared  with  3,205  in  the  previous  year 
(52  weeks).  The  birth-rate  was  18.85,  which  is  the  lowest  birth¬ 
rate  recorded,  except  during  the  period  of  the  war. 

The  birth-rate  in  the  preceding  year  was  19.5,  and  the 
average  for  ten  years  21.2. 

The  excess  of  births  over  deaths  was  1,266,  compared  with 
1,391  in  1923,  and  1,343  in  1922.

Of  the  total  of  3,204  births,  1,666  were  males  and  1,538 
females,  being  in  the  proportion  of  1,083  males  to  every  1,000 
females  ;  the  average  for  the  previous  five  years  being  1,038. 
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The  number  of  illegitimate  births  recorded  was  in,  the 
proportion  to  every  i,ooo  births  registered  being  35,  compared 
with  an  average  of  50  in  the  preceding  five  years. 

The  birth-rate  in  England  and  Wales  was  18.8,  and  for 
the  105  great  towns,  19.4. 


DEATHS. 

The  death-rate  of  the  County  Borough  for  the  year  amounted 
to  11.40  per  1,000  of  the  population.  This  death-rate  is  0.36 
above  that  of  the  previous  year,  the  increase  being  due  to  an 
epidemic  of  influenza  in  the  early  months  of  the  year,  a  total 
of  89  deaths  being  recorded  from  the  disease.  The  average 
death-rate  for  the  previous  10  years  was  13.4. 

The  total  deaths  registered  (53  weeks)  in  the  Borough 
amounted  to  1,932,  of  which  73  were  non-residents.  Seventy-nine 
deaths  of  residents  of  the  Borough  occurred  in  other  districts  in 
England  and  Wales.  The  total  deaths  of  residents  of  the  Borough 
was  therefore  1,938,  of  which  1,034  were  males  and  904  females.

The  death-rate  in  each  of  the  old  civil  parishes  of  the  Borough 
was  :  Town  13.08,  Portswood  9.61,  Shirley  ii.ii,  Itchen  9.86, 
South  Stoneham  9.79. 

Of  the  1,932  deaths  registered  in  the  Borough,  680,  equal 
to  35.2  per  cent.,  occurred  in  Public  Institutions,  compared  with 
38.2  per  cent,  in  1923. 

The  Institutions  in  which  the  deaths  occurred  were  :  Isola¬ 
tion  Hospital  47,  Parish  Infirmary  367,  Workhouse  24,  Royal 
South  Hants  and  Southampton  Hospital  184,  Southampton

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INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

The  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  recorded  during 
the  year  amounted  to  198,  which  is  an  increase  of  26  compared 
with  1923.  This  total  is  equal  to  an  infant  mortality  rate  of 
61.8  per  1,000  births  registered  during  the  same  period,  and, 
with  the  exception  of  the  previous  year,  is  the  lowest  rate  recorded 
in  the  Borough.  The  rate  in  1923  was  53.7,  and  the  average  for 
the  previous  ten  years  76.5. 

In  the  105  great  towns  of  England  and  Wales  the  infantile 
mortality  rate  for  1924  was  80.

The  Notification  of  Births  Act  came  into  operation  in  the 
Borough  on  the  9th  March,  1908.  This  Act  requires  any  person 
in  attendance  upon  the  mother  within  six  hours  after  the  time 
of  birth,  to  notify  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  such  birth 
in  writing  within  thirty-six  hours  of  the  birth  having  occurred.

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

The  work  under  this  head  has  been  carried  out  as  before. 
No  extensions  have  been  made  this  year,  but  all  branches  have 
been  fully  maintained.  More  centres  are  needed  in  the  Borough, 
and  residential  accommodation  for  children,  whose  ailments 
need  prolonged  institutional  treatment,  is  still  deficient.

The  work  of  maternity  and  child  welfare  may  be  classified 
as  follows  : — • 

(1)  Inspection  of  Midwives. 

(2)  Ante-natal  Clinic. 

(3)  Maternity  Home. 

(4)  Mothers’  and  Babies’  Welcomes. 

(5)  Infant  Clinic  for  children  under  5. 

(6)  General  advice  to  Mothers  at  East  Park  Terrace. 

(7)  Health  Visiting  in  the  Homes. 

(8)  Grant  of  free  milk  and  sale  at  cost  price  of  dried  milk. 

(9)  Clinic  for  Venereal  Diseases  in  Women  and  Children. 

Inspection  of  Midwives. 

The  Act  of  1918  came  into  operation  on  the  ist  January, 
1919,  and  extended  the  duties  and  obligations  of  Local  Super¬ 
vising  Authorities.  All  books  and  forms  required  under  the 
Acts  are  supplied  gratis  to  Midwives  by  the  Local  Supervising 
Authority. 

The  Midwife  in  any  emergency  must  call  in  a  medical 
practitioner,  who  is  authorised  to  send  his  claim  for  fee  to  the 
Local  Authority  for  payment.  Such  fee  can  be  recovered  from 
the  patient  or  her  husband  if  in  the  opinion  of  the  Local 
Authority  they  are  able  to  pay. 

The  number  of  cases  in  which  accounts  were  submitted  to 
the  Local  Supervising  Authority  by  medical  practitioners  during 
the  year  amounted  to  176.  Efforts  were  made  in  85  cases  by  the 
Local  Authority  to  recover  the  fee  from  the  patient  or  husband  ;  in 
the  other  cases  the  hnancial  circumstances  of  the  family  prohibited 
the  fee  being  refunded.  The  work  of  investigating  and  collecting 
these  accounts  entails  much  time  and  trouble. 

The  supervision  of  Midwives  is  carried  out  by  the  Superin¬ 
tendent  Health  Visitor,  under  the  direction  of  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health. 

Lifty-two  midwives  notified  their  intention  to  practice  in 
the  Borough  during  the  year,  47  being  trained  midwives  and  5 
untrained. 

The  local  midwives  make  a  minimum  charge  of  £2  for  a  first 
child  birth  and  £1  los.  for  other  cases.  Previously  the  fee  was 
£1  los.  and  £1  respectively. 
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One  untrained  midwife  died  during  the  year.  The  standard 
of  work  continues  good.  The  satisfactory  result  of  treatment 
in  the  cases  of  ophthalmia  neonatorum  is  due  to  the  prompt  action 
taken  by  the  midwives  in  obtaining  medical  aid  at  once,  in  several 
cases  4 — 6  hours  after  birth. 

It  is  also  very  satisfactory  to  note  that  there  is  an  increasing 
interest  by  the  midwife  in  the  ante-natal  care  of  their  cases 
booked.  They  are  sending  them  up  to  the  Clinic  for  medical 
observation  and  advice,  with  good  result. 

The  Assistant  Medical  Officers  of  Health,  and  other  doctors 
of  the  town,  have  given  lectures  on  subjects  in  connection 
with  midwifery,  and  talks  on  the  work  and  rules  have  been 
given  by  the  Inspector  of  Midwives,  both  at  the  Clinics  of  East 
Park  Terrace  and  Woolston. 


The  midwives  have  organized  two  very  successful  enter 
tainments  in  aid  of  the  local  Eye  Hospital  and  the  Children’s 
Hospital,  and  were  assisted  by  the  members  of  the  Health 
Department  in  this  good  work.

Still-Births. 

Enquiry  was  made  in  56  of  the  still-births  which  came  to 
the  knowledge  of  the  department,  to  ascertain,  if  possible,  the 
cause.  The  following  were  the  causes  given  :  ante-partum 
haemorrhage,  13  ;  prolonged  and  obstructed  labour,  16  ;  shock 
due  to  fall,  3  ;  asphyxiated  by  cord,  2  ;  suspected  venereal 
disease,  4  ;  renal  disease,  7  ;  malpresentation,  8 ;  twin-birth,  first 
child  normal,  second  small  and  still-born,  3. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. 

Twenty-six  cases  of  ophthalmia  neonatorum  were  notified 
by  midwives,  one  being  a  duplicate.  Enquiries  were  made  in 
May,  1925,  as  to  the  condition  of  the  infants.  In  22  of  the  cases 
it  was  found  that  the  eyes  had  suffered  no  apparent  injury. 
All  the  cases  had  been  treated  at  the  Free  Eye  Hospital.  One 
case  was  still  under  treatment  at  the  Hospital.  Two  of  the 
infants  died  from  debility,  one  a  fortnight  old  and  one  one-day 
old. 


The  Health  Visitors  paid  109  visits  to  cases  to  assist  with 
and  carry  out  the  treatment  ordered  by  the  staff  of  the  Eye 
Hospital. 
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Puerperal  Septicemia. 

Nine  cases  were  notified  compared  with  fourteen  in  the 
previous  year.  Six  cases  occurred  in  the  practice  of  midwives, 
two  in  Shirley  Warren  Infirmary,  and  one  in  the  Municipal 
Maternity  Home.  Two  deaths  were  registered  during  the  year. 

Careful  investigation  was  made  into  each  case  other  than  those 
in  Shirley  Warren,  and  disinfection  carried  out.  The  nursing 
of  each  case  was  arranged  for,  and  other  cases  of  midwifery  in 
the  midwife’s  practice  were  kept  under  observation. 

Ante-Natal  Clinic. 

The  attendance  has  increased,  and  the  extra  time  devoted 
to  this  work  has  been  fully  occupied.  The  midwives  are  sending 
cases  for  an  opinion,  and  old  patients  are  returning  to  know  if 
all  is  well  for  the  next  confinement. 


The  Maternity  Home. 

The  entries  have  been  a  few  more  than  in  1923.  No  case 
of  maternal  death  occurred,  but  6  neo-natal  deaths  were  notified. 
Some  of  these  were  connected  with  venereal  disease,  and  some  to 
causes  so  far  unpreventable.  The  total  number  admitted  was 
136  for  conhnement,  and  i  for  3  days  observation  only.  The 
accommodation  is  insufficient  for  the  size  of  the  town,  and  the 
need  of  a  pre-maternity  ward  is  indicated.  The  average  duration 
of  stay  was  14.  i  days. 


Home  Helps. 

Home  Helps  were  provided  in  6  cases  where  the  mother  had 
a  large  family  of  young  children,  and  no  means  of  paying  for  help. 
Two  to  three  weeks  was  the  period  granted,  at  a  wage  varying 
from  12/-  to  15/-  weekly.  The  mother  made  a  good  recovery  i 
after  her  confinement  in  each  case,  as  a  result  of  the  rest  and  i 
freedom  from  worry. 

Mothers’  and  Babies’  Welcomes. 

The  six  branch  Welcomes  in  the  Borough  have  maintained 
their  attendance.  Hampton  Park  centre  became  overcrowded, 
and  it  was  necessary  to  hold  another  session  each  week.  Of  . 
the  two  voluntary  centres  St.  Denys  is  doing  well,  while  Bitterne 
Park  has  been  closed  and  another  opened  at  Freemantle.  Cordial 
relations  between  these  and  the  Municipal  workers  have  been 
maintained.

Thanks  are  due  to  voluntary  workers  who  gave  valuable 
help  with  the  Register  of  Attendance,  Thrift  Clubs,  Teas,  making 
and  sale  of  woollies,  selling  dried  milk,  and  other  activities, 
also  to  the  members  of  the  Red  Cross  Society  for  assistance 
in  weighing  babies,  which  they  have  done  continuously  since 
the  inception  of  the  work. 

Outings  to  Bognor  and  Bournemouth  were  arranged  for  the 
mothers  and  babies  in  the  summer  months,  and  Christmas  Trees 
and  Tea  were  given  at  each  centre  in  the  New  Year. 

Talks  on  all  useful  subjects  in  connection  with  ante-natal 
and  infant  care  were  given  by  the  Medical  Staff  and  the  Super¬ 
intendent  of  Health  Visitors,  also  talks  by  the  School  Clinic 
Dentist  on  the  care  of  the  teeth. 

Ante-Natal,  Maternity  and  Infant  Clinic, 

No.  2,  East  Park  Terrace. 

This  Clinic  is  held  two  mornings  a  week,  and  cases  are  referred 
by  the  Welcomes,  Health  Visitors,  Midwives,  Hospitals,  Private 
Practitioners  and  Social  Workers.  Efforts  are  made  to  eliminate 
families  where  private  fees  could  be  paid.  The  medical  officers 
satisfy  themselves  that  the  families  treated  would  be  unable  to 
afford  the  long  continued  treatment  needed  for  the  type  of  ail¬ 
ment  dealt  with. 

The  continued  excess  of  unemployment  makes  it  necessary 
to  accept  for  treatment  certain  acute  ailments  in  young  children, 
which  would  be  more  satisfactorily  treated  by  the  private  practi¬ 
tioner,  e.g.,  influenza  and  tonsillitis,  epidemics  of  which  oc¬ 
curred  in  1924.  The  cold  wet  summer  so  reduced  the  amount 
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of  summer  diarrhoea  that  extra  sessions  were  unnecessary.  Nutri¬ 
tional  disorders  and  complications  of  convalescence  still  form 
the  bulk  of  the  cases  seen.  Several  ringworm  cases  in  children 
under  5  have  been  referred  to  the  X-ray  Department  of  the 
School  Clinic  with  success.  Septic  teeth  and  enlarged  tonsils 
and  adenoids  needing  operation  are  dealt  with  in  considerable 
numbers  by  the  Royal  South  Hants  and  Children’s  Hospitals, 
at  the  request  of  the  medical  officer.  The  Children’s  Hospital 
has  also  provided  massage  for  some  backward  and  ill-nourished 
children.

General  Advice  to  Mothers. 

This  work  has  occupied  a  great  deal  of  time  of  the  Sister 
in  charge.  A  considerable  number  of  mothers  attend  for  general 
hygienic  advice  who  do  not  belong  to  ''  Welcomes.”  In  addition 
a  number  of  medical  and  social  emergencies  are  dealt  with,  e.g., 
by  reference  to  private  doctors,  hospitals,  philanthropic  agencies, 
etc. 
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The  Superintendent  of  Health  Visitors  is  also  in  attendance 
several  mornings  a  week  to  see  mothers  who  are  in  difficulties 
of  one  kind  or  another.

Sydney  House  Clinic. 

The  numbers  attending  this  clinic  show  a  very  satisfactory 
increase  since  the  beginning  of  the  year.  One  session  of  two 
hours  is  held  weekly. 

The  ante-natal  work  is  being  extended  as  much  as  possible,, 
and  the  Mothers’  Welcome  (which  meets  in  Woolston  every 
Tuesday  afternoon)  is  very  well  attended. 

Advice  is  given  on  the  feeding,  hygiene  and  general  care 
and  management  of  the  infant,  also  short  informal  talks  on 
matters  relevant  to  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

Much  valued  assistance  is  given  to  the  health  staff  at  the 
Welcomes  by  ladies  who  very  kindly  help  with  the  mothers’' 
teas,  etc.

Several  cases  first  granted  fresh  or  dried  milk  had  the  grant 
altered  to  dried  or  fresh  milk  in  the  course  of  the  year. 

Sale  of  Dried  Milk  at  Cost  Price. 

The  sale  of  dried  milk  has  been  carried  out  at  all  the  Centres 
on  the  same  lines  as  in  previous  years.  Recently  an  English 
firm  has  prepared  a  brand  for  the  Southampton  Corporation, 
which  is  on  sale  at  the  same  price  as  the  one  previously  most  used. 

During  the  year  the  total  number  of  sales  of  dried  milk 
amounted  to  3,945,  the  weight  in  lbs.  being  8,145. 

Grants  of  Free  Cod  Liver  Oil,  etc. 

Free  grants  of  preparations  to  aid  nutrition  of  infants,  young 
children,  and  nursing  mothers  continue  to  be  very  necessary. 
The  cheaper  foods  are  apt  to  lack  the  vitamines  that  young 
children  specially  need,  and  the  anxiety  of  present  social  con¬ 
ditions  as  well  as  insufficient  nourishment  make  lactation  difficult. 

These  grants  are  all  registered,  and  given  on  the  direct 
sanction  of  the  medical  ofhcers  in  every  case. 

During  the  year  the  total  number  of  issues  of  cod  liver  oil 
was  885,  the  weight  being  990  lbs.,  of  which  848  were  issued  free 
to  necessitous  cases. 

Free  grant  of  other  preparations  for  young  children  2,271 
Free  grant  of  preparation  for  nursing  mothers  ...  2,026 
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Clinic  for  Venereal  Diseases  in  Women  and  Children. 

The  number  of  new  cases  applying  was  nearly  the  same  as 
in  1923.  Slightly  less  than  half  were  found  to  be  non-venereal. 
A  good  many  were  sent  for  an  opinion  or  laboratory  test  by 
doctors  and  midwives.  Attendances  are  not  very  satisfactory. 
Several  of  the  cases  have  been  in  the  late  stages  when  treatment 
is  slow  and  uncertain,  and  patients  soon  lose  heart.  Among 
expectant  mothers,  there  is  some  prejudice  against  the  dis¬ 
comfort  of  thorough  treatment.  They  are  apt  to  be  frightened 
away  if  an  absolutely  frank  explanation  is  given,  but  the  results 
have  been  good  where  the  treatment  was  given  a  fair  trial.

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  was  made  compulsorily  notifiable 
on  1st  April,  1914  ;  Encephalitis  Lethargica  on  the  ist  January, 
1919,  and  Pneumonia,  Malaria,  Trench  Fever  and  Dysentery 
on  1st  March,  1919.  The  notification  of  Measles  and  German 
Measles  ceased  31st  December,  1919. 

There  were  1,007  visits  and  re-visits  made  to  houses  in 
which  infectious  diseases  occurred,  and  inquiries  were  made 
relative  to  the  probable  source  of  infection,  and  the  isolation 
of  the  patient.  Information  was  also  given  concerning  the 
precautions  necessary  to  be  taken  to  prevent  the  spread  of 
disease,  and  in  the  case  of  measles  advice  as  to  treatment  and 
nursing  of  patients  where  a  medical  man  was  not  in  attendance. 

In  connection  with  school  absentees,  67  visits  were  made 
where  non-notifiable  infectious  diseases  occurred. 

Of  the  cases  notified  in  the  Borough  under  the  various  Acts 
and  Regulations,  637  were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital 
for  treatment. 


Sanitary  defects  were  found  in  97  houses  in  which  cases 
occurred. 
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SMALL  POX. 

No  case  of  Small  Pox  occurred  in  the  Borough  during  the 

year. 

Visits  to  the  number  of  495  were  made  in  respect  of  contacts 
residing  in  the  Borough  who  had  landed  from  vessels  in  which 
cases  of  Small  Pox  had  occurred  during  the  voyage. 


SCARLET  FEVER.

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DIPHTHERIA. 

The  number  of  cases  of  Diphtheria  notihed  during  the  year 
amounted  to  308,  being  an  increase  of  90  compared  with  the 
previous  year. 

The  disease  was  most  prevalent  in  the  St.  Mary’s,  37  cases, 
Town,  32,  Northam,  32,  and  Shirley,  30,  Wards  of  the  Borough. 

The  disease  was  of  a  milder  type  than  in  1923.  Seventeen 
deaths  occurred  among  the  cases  notihed  in  the  Borough,  the 
percentage  of  deaths  to  cases  being  5.52,  compared  with  9.17  in 
1923  and  7.84  in  1922.

Eight  deaths  occurred  from  Enteric  Fever  among  persons 
classihed  as  residents  of  the  Borough.  One  case  was  that  of  a 
visitor  from  Scotland,  who  arrived  in  the  town  unwell.  Three 
deaths  were  seamen,  who  arrived  in  the  Port  suffering  from  the 
disease,  and  one  death  was  that  of  a  resident  of  the  Borough,  who 
died  in  the  County  Lunatic  Asylum.  The  other  three  deaths 
were  residents  who  were  probably  infected  in  the  Borough. 

Of  the  28  cases  notified,  three  had  eaten  shellhsh  previous 
to  illness,  and  two  cases  were  contacts.  In  the  remainder  of  the 
cases  no  evidence  could  be  obtained  as  to  the  probable  source 
of  the  disease.

INFLUENZA  AND  PNEUMONIA. 

The  epidemic  mentioned  in  the  last  Annual  Report  as  rapidly 
spreading  at  the  end  of  the  year  1923  continued  until  the  end  of 
March.  The  epidemic  was  of  not  so  severe  a  type  as  in  1918-19, 
and  the  age  incidence  of  the  fatal  cases  was  higher.  The  disease 
was  very  widespread,  and  during  the  year  was  the  primary 
cause  of  89  deaths  ;  the  complications  in  12  cases  being  bronchitis 
and  in  57  pneumonia.  The  age  incidence  of  the  deaths  occurring

The  number  of  notifications  of  acute  primary  Pneumonia 
and  Influenzal  Pneumonia  was  115,  being  an  increase  of  33  com¬ 
pared  with  the  previous  year. 


ENCEPHALITIS  LETHARGICA. 

Eleven  cases  of  Encephalitis  Lethargica  were  notihed,  five 
of  which  had  proved  fatal  up  to  the  end  of  the  year. 

Three  other  deaths  occurred  from  the  disease,  one  of  which 
was  not  notihed,  the  other  two  had  been  ill  with  the  disease  for 
3  and  4|  years  respectively. 
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Each  case  was  thoroughly  investigated,  but  no  connection 
with  any  other  case  of  the  disease  could  be  found.

On  discharge,  there  was  much  improvement  in  30  cases  ; 
improvement  in  23  cases  ;  no  change  in  16  cases  ;  i  patient 
became  worse,  and  21  patients  died  in  the  Sanatorium. 

During  the  past  year  there  has  been  close  co-operation 
between  the  Tuberculosis  Clinic,  and  the  School,  and  the  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  Clinics.  The  examination  and  supervision  of 
''  contacts  ”  is  receiving  careful  attention. 
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TABULATED  RESULTS  OF  TREATMENT  IN 
PULMONARY  CASES. 

The  tables  which  are  appended  show  the  results  of  treat¬ 
ment  in  those  patients  who  were  discharged  from  the  Borough 
Sanatorium  during  the  year  1924.  A  separate  set  of  tables  show 
the  results  for  those  patients  who  were  discharged  from  active 
treatment  under  the  Municipal  Scheme  during  the  same  period. 

The  patients  have  been  placed  in  two  groups,  and  show 
in  separate  tables,  those  with  : — 

(a)  Tubercle  Bacilli  found  in  sputum. 

(b)  Tubercle  Bacilli  not  found  in  sputum. 

(c)  Summary  of  the  two  groups. 

The  patients  in  each  group  have  been  classified  as  to  the 
stage  of  the  disease  at  the  time  of  coming  under  treatment  ; 
males  and  females  being  shown  separately.  The  classification 
adopted  being  the  Turban-Gerhardt  (Imperial  Board  of  Health). 
They  have  further  been  classified  according  to  the  method  adopted 
in  the  Astor  Report. 

On  discharge  they  have  been  classified  according  to  their 
economic  condition  (working  capacity),  and  also  as  to  their 
physical  condition. 


The  following  are  the  details  of  the  classification  adopted  : — 

Turban-Gerhardt  Classification  (Imperial  Board  of 

Health). 

Stage  I. — ^Disease  of  slight  severity,  limited  to  small  areas  of 
one  lobe  ;  that,  for  instance,  in  case  of  infection  of  both 
apices,  does  not  extend  beyond  the  spine  of  scapula 
and  the  clavicle,  or  in  the  case  of  affection  of  one  apex, 
frontal,  beyond  the  second  rib. 

Stage  II. — ^Disease  of  slight  severity,  more  extensive  that  I., 
but  affecting  at  most  the  volume  of  one  lobe  ;  or  severe 
disease,  extending  at  most  to  the  volume  of  one  half  lobe. 

Stage  III. — ^All  cases  extending  beyond  11. ,  and  all  such  with 
considerable  cavities. 
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Classification  of  Patients,  Astor  Report. 

(1)  Cases  in  which  the  disease  can  be  diagnosed  or  is  strongly 
suspected,  but  in  which  there  is  no  evident  impairment  of 
the  working  capacity. 

(2)  Cases  of  recent  onset  with  some  impairment  of  the  working 
capacity,  but  without  marked  evidence  of  ill-health. 

(3)  Cases  of  recent  onset  with  evidence  of  acute  illness. 

(4)  Cases  of  a  longer  history  of  illness.  In  some  of  these  cases 
permanent  arrest  of  the  disease  may  be  hoped  for,  but  in 
the  majority,  restoration  to  full  working  capacity  for  more 
than  a  comparatively  short  period  is  not  to  be  looked  for. 

(5)  Cases  in  which  there  is  a  permanent  loss  of  working  capacity. 
Many  of  these  patients  live  for  a  considerable  period  in  a 
condition  of  chronic  ill-health. 

(6)  Cases  in  which  a  fatal  termination  within  six  months  is 
probable. 

Economic  Condition  on  Discharge  from  Treatment. 

(1)  No  evident  impairment  of  working  capacity. 

(2)  Some  impairment  of  working  capacity. 

(3)  Marked  loss  of  working  capacity. 

(4)  Very  marked  loss  of  working  capacity. 

(5)  Very  marked  loss  of  working  capacity  and  progress  un¬ 
favourable. 

(6)  Probable  fatal  termination  within  6  months.

ISOLATION  HOSPITALS. 

Cases  Isolated  for  Treatment  during  the  Year  1924. 

This  Table  shows  all  admissions  to  the  Isolation  Hospital,  and  Millbrook  Marsh  Hospital,  and  includes  all  Cases 
admitted  from  Vessels  in  the  Port,  Cases  admitted  from  neighbouring  Districts,  and  Naval  and  Military  Cases 
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Scarlet  Fever. 

Of  the  281  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  admitted,  operations  for 
the  removal  of  tonsils  and  adenoids  were  performed  on  27  cases, 
or  8.2  per  cent,  of  the  total  admitted.  Twenty-eight  cases  had 
purulent  nasal  discharge,  and  ii  ear  discharge. 

Diphtheria. 

Of  the  264  cases  of  Diphtheria  admitted,  15  cases  were  found 
not  to  be  suffering  from  the  disease  notified.  They  were  diagnosed 
at  the  Hospital  as  follows  : — Tonsillitis  3,  Scarlet  Fever  2,  Quinsy  4, 
Congested  Throat  6. 

Sixteen  deaths  occurred  :  7  males  and  9  females.  Five  of 
the  fatal  cases  were  in  a  serious  condition  on  admission  and  died 
within  two  days,  or  less,  of  being  received  into  the  Hospital. 

The  operation  of  tracheotomy  was  performed  on  2  cases, 
one  of  which  died. 

Enteric  Fever. 

Twenty-six  cases  were  admitted,  of  which  six  proved  fatal. 
Two  cases  admitted  as  Enteric  Fever  proved  not  to  be  the  disease 
notified.

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HOUSING. 

The  houses  completed  for  occupation  during  the  year  1924 
numbered  636,  making  a  total  erected  since  the  census  of  June, 
1921,  of  1,863.  During  the  same  period  the  Registrar  General 
estimates  the  population  has  increased  by  6,306  persons.  This 
increase  in  the  population  would  require  approximately  1,261 
houses.  Assuming  that  the  estimate  of  the  Registrar  General  is 
correct,  there  has  been  a  surplus  of  about  600  houses  since  1921  to 
absorb  those  families  that  were  without  housing  accommodation. 

Many  of  the  houses  erected,  however,  are  of  a  fairly  large 
type,  and  beyond  the  means  of  the  ordinary  working  class 
family,  and  the  fact  that  the  surplus  mentioned  above  has 
apparently  made  but  little  appreciable  difference  in  the  demand 
for,  or  in  the  overcrowding  of  many  houses  in  the  Borough 
emphasises  the  urgent  necessity  for  the  provision  of  houses  at  a 
comparatively  low  rental.

One  hundred  and  sixty-five  visits  of  inspection  have  been 
made  during  the  year,  and  6  nuisances  abated. 


BAKEHOUSES. 

There  are  123  Bakehouses  on  the  Register,  41  being  Factories 
and  82  Workshops.  Ninety-one  of  these  were  in  use  at  the  end 
of  the  year,  and  32  were  unoccupied. 

They  give  employment  to  335  males  and  39  females,  in 
addition  to  those  employed  in  delivery  and  as  shop  assistants. 
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Two  new  Bakehouses  have  been  constructed,  and  two  old 
ones  have  lapsed,  while  one  has  been  destroyed  by  fire. 

Five  hundred  and  eight  visits  of  inspection  have  been  made 
during  the  year,  and  21  nuisances  abated. 

All  Bakehouses  were  re-limewashed  twice  during  the  year 
in  accordance  with  the  Regulations. 


CASES  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE  OCCURRING  IN  HOMES 
OF  EMPLOYEES  OE  FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS. 

Sixteen  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  4  cases  of  Diphtheria,  and  i 
case  of  Encephalitis  occurred  in  the  homes  of  employees  of 
Eactories  and  Workshops  during  the  year. 

Eighteen  of  these  cases  were  removed  to  the  Isolation 
Hospital,  and  3  were  isolated  at  home. 

The  premises  in  which  cases  occurred  were  disinfected,  and 
bedding  removed  for  disinfection  after  the  removal  of  patients 
to  Hospital,  or  on  recovery  when  isolated  at  home. 

The  workers  living  in  the  houses  in  which  Scarlet  Fever 
cases  occurred  received  a  disinfecting  bath,  and  had  their 
clothing  disinfected  before  resuming  duties. 

In  the  cases  of  Diphtheria,  the  workers  in  the  houses  had  their 
throats  bacteriologically  examined,  and  were  not  allowed  to 
return  to  work  unless  the  result  was  negative. 

LAUNDRIES. 

There  are  27  Laundries  on  the  Register,  13  of  which  use 
mechanical  power  and  14  manual  labour. 

Twenty-nine  visits  of  inspection  have  been  made  during  the 
year,  and  7  nuisances  abated. 
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In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  778  visits  have  been  made 
during  the  year,  comprising  re-visits  to  Factories,  Workshops, 
Bakehouses  and  Laundries,  serving  notices,  investigating  com¬ 
plaints  of  nuisances,  overcrowding,  and  various  other  matters.

PORT  OF  SOUTHAMPTON. 

The  Port  and  Harbour  of  Southampton  are  controlled  by 
the  Southampton  Harbour  Board  as  constituted  by  the  South¬ 
ampton  Harbour  Act,  1913. 

The  Port  Sanitary  Authority,  which  was  permanently 
constituted  by  an  Order  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  dated 
June  8th,  1893,  is  “  the  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Burgesses  of  the 
Borough  of  Southampton  acting  by  the  Council.”  It  exercises 
Port  functions  in  waters  abutting  upon  the  Urban  Sanitary 
District  of  Southampton,  and  upon  the  Rural  Sanitary  Districts 
of  New  Forest,  South  Stoneham,  and  Fareham. 

The  limits  of  jurisdiction  are  “  so  much  of  the  said  Port 
of  Southampton  as  is  comprised  within  the  following  lines  ; 
that  is  to  say  : — 

A  straight  line  following  and  coincident  with  the  common 
boundary  of  the  Customs  Ports  of  Southampton  and  Portsmouth, 
and  drawn  from  Hill  Head  to  that  point  in  the  said  common 
boundary  which  is  nearest  to  the  Bramble  Buoy  ;  a  straight 
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line  drawn  from  the  last-mentioned  point  to  the  most  northerly 
point  of  Calshot  Castle,  and  a  line  coineident  with  the  boundary 
of  the  said  Port  of  Southampton,  and  drawn  from  the  last- 
mentioned  point  up  the  stream  called  the  Southampton  Water, 
and  following  the  said  boundary  to  Hill  Head  aforesaid.” 

Ports  from  which  Ships  Arrive. 

Vessels  arrive  in  the  Port  from  almost  all  Ports  of  any 
importance  in  the  world,  but  principally  from  the  following  : — 

(a)  Foreign  ^ — .Channel  Islands,  Havre,  Cherbourg,  Hon- 
fleur,  Bordeaux,  Antwerp,  Rotterdam,  Hamburg,  Bremen, 
ports  in  the  Baltic,  ports  in  Spain,  Portugal,  East  Coast  of  North 
and  South  America,  ports  on  the  West,  South  and  East  of  Africa, 
East  and  West  Indies,  India,  China,  Australia,  and  many  vessels 
coming  through  the  Suez  Canal  and  Mediterranean,  and  from 
Norway  and  Sweden. 

(b)  British. — Tyne  District,  Cardiff,  Newport  (Mon.),  London, 
Glasgow,  Cork,  Plymouth.  There  is  also  occasional  communica¬ 
tion  with  several  other  Ports. 

Character  of  Trade. — Southampton  is  one  of  the  chief 
passenger  ports  in  the  world,  both  inward  and  outward  ;  and 
is  also  an  approved  Port  under  the  Aliens’  Act  for  immigrants, 
emigrants,  and  transmigrants. 

Imports  :  Consist  chiefly  of  meat,  butter,  cheese,  cocoa, 
coffee,  grain,  sugar,  fruit  and  vegetables,  hides,  skins,  and  wool. 

Exports  :  Consist  chiefly  of  manufactured  articles. 


REPORT  FOR  THE  YEAH  1924. 

The  number  of  vessels  entering  the  Port  of  Southampton 
during  the  year  was  10,154,  being  an  increase  of  62  compared 
with  the  previous  year.  The  net  tonnage  of  these  vessels 
amounted  to  9,548,984  tons,  compared  with  9,350,234  in  the 
year  1923. 

The  number  of  passengers  arriving  in  the  Port  from  countries 
outside  Europe  was  greater  than  in  the  previous  year,  but  the 
number  embarking  was  less. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  329  vessels  arrived  in  Southampton 
Water  and  Cowes  Roads  to  embark  and  disembark  crews  and 
passengers. 
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The  number  of  passengers  and  crews  landed  by  tender  in 
the  Docks  from  these  vessels  amounted  to  12,193  during  the  year. 

Nineteen  transports  also  arrived  in  the  Port,  and  landed 
3,501  crew  and  18,855  military  passengers  and  troops  ;  the 
statistics  relating  to  these  vessels  not  being  included  above. 

The  passenger  traffic  during  the  years  1923  and  1924  between 
Ports  in  England  and  places  outside  Europe,  and  not  within  the 
Mediterranean  Sea,  is  given  in  the  Board  of  Trade  Journal  as

PRECAUTIONS  ADOPTED  TO  PREVENT  THE  IMPORTATION 

OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

The  Port  of  Southampton  being  in  direct  communication 
with  almost  all  countries  in  the  world  runs  considerable  danger 
of  the  importation  of  infectious  disease,  and  many  vessels  arrive 
from  Ports  which  are  infected  with  Cholera,  Yellow  Fever  or 
Plague. 

Vessels  coming  from  infected  Ports  are  dealt  v/ith  under 
the  Cholera,  Yellow  Fever  and  Plague  Regulations  1907.  The 
Officer  of  Customs  is  notified  from  time  to  time  by  the  Port 
Medical  Officer  as  to  the  ports  he  has  reason  to  believe  are  infected 
with  either  of  the  aforesaid  diseases.  The  Officer  of  Customs  is 
further  requested  to  detain  all  vessels  arriving  from  such  ports 
for  examination  by  the  Port  Medical  Officer.  Such  examination 
is  carried  out  immediately  the  vessel  has  arrived  alongside  the 
Quay,  and  the  vessel  is  not  released  from  detention — i.e.,  no 
person  is  allowed  to  land  until  such  time  as  the  examination  of 
the  Port  Medical  Officer  proves  satisfactory. 
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In  the  event  of  any  case  or  suspicious  case  of  Cholera,  Yellow 
Fever  or  Plague  being  found  on  board,  the  vessel  is  dealt  with 
in  accordance  with  the  powers  contained  in  the  Regulations. 

With  regard  to  vessels  from  ‘‘  non-inf ected  ”  Ports,  the 
Port  Sanitary  Authorities  (Infectious  Diseases)  Regulations 
1920,  greatly  extended  the  powers  and  enlarged  the  duties  of 
Port  Sanitary  Authorities  respecting  such  diseases  as  Small  Pox, 
Typhus,  etc. 

As  in  the  case  of  vessels  from  ''  infected  ”  Ports,  vessels 
from  ‘‘  non-inf  ected  ”  Ports  are  visited  after  arrival  alongside 
the  Quays. 

Homeward  bound  vessels  which  discharge  passengers  off 
Hamble,  are  waited  on  by  tenders.  An  officer  of  the  Port  Sanitary 
Authority  accompanies  the  tender  and  receives  a  report  as  to 
the  health  of  the  persons  on  board,  and  more  particularly  of 
those  landed  at  Southampton. 

Infectious  Cases. 

All  cases  of  acute  infectious  diseases  are  removed  in  motor 
ambulances  to  the  Southampton  Isolation  Hospital.  Small  Pox 
cases  are  removed  to  the  Small  Pox  Huts  at  Millbrook  Marsh. 
Infectious  cases  among  troops  on  Transports  are  also  dealt  with, 
cases  of  small  pox,  scarlet  fever,  measles,  etc.,  being  removed  for 
isolation  to  the  Local  Authority’s  Hospital,  other  cases  such  as 
enteric  fever,  dysentery,  malaria,  etc.,  are  removed  to  Netley 
Hospital  or  Haslar. 


DISINFECTION  AND  CLEANSING. 

The  disinfection  of  infected  articles,  and  articles  requiring 
disinfection,  are  removed  by  motor  from  vessels  in  the  Port  to  the 
Corporation  Disinfecting  Station  at  West  Quay,  where  two  steam 
disinfectors  are  provided  for  carrying  out  the  work. 


MOTOR  LAUNCH. 

The  Port  Sanitary  motor  launch  is  used  for  visiting  and 
inspecting  vessels  at  Redbridge,  Hamble,  etc.,  and  for  meeting 
vessels  in  the  River  when  required. 

The  following  tables  give  statistical  information  relating  to 
shipping  and  passengers  and  crews  entering  the  Port,  also  the 
cases  of  infectious  diseases  reported  and  landed,  and  how  dealt 
with.

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PASSENGER  TRAFFIC. 

The  Board  of  Trade  returns  (from  which  the  following 
particulars  and  tables  are  obtained)  of  the  passenger  movement 
to  and  from  the  United  Kingdom,  show  that  the  total  number 
of  passengers  who  arrived  in  the  United  Kingdom  from  places 
out  of  Europe  during  the  year  1924  amounted  to  253,432,  an 
increase  of  42,923  compared  with  the  year  1923.  The  number 
of  passengers  who  arrived  at  the  Port  of  Southampton  from 
places  out  of  Europe  during  the  same  period  amounted  to  85,150, 
an  increase  of  12,651  compared  with  the  previous  year. 

The  total  number  of  passengers  who  left  various  ports  in 
the  United  Kingdom  for  places  out  of  Europe  amounted  to  371,306, 
a  decrease  of  91,979  compared  with  1923.  The  number  of  outward 
passengers  who  left  Southampton  for  places  out  of  Europe 
amounted  to  121,497,  a  decrease  of  24,423  compared  with  1923.

Of  the  total  of  624,738  passengers  outward  and  inward  in  1924,  about  33  per 
cent,  were  recorded  at  Southampton,  31  per  cent,  at  Liverpool,  19  per  cent,  at  London, 
and  9  per  cent,  at  Glasgow.  In  1923  Southampton  accounted  for  32  per  cent., 
Liverpool  for  33  per  cent.,  London  for  16  per  cent.,  and  Glasgow  for  12  per  cent. 
The  total  passenger  movement  at  Belfast  increased  from  1,573  1922  to  7,503 

in  1923,  and  to  9,178  in  1924.  As  regards  the  class  of  travel,  it  may  be  remarked 
that  the  first  and  third  class  passengers  represented  26  and  42  per  cent,  respectively 
of  the  total  traffic  in  1924,  as  compared  with  23  and  46  per  cent,  in  1923,  whilst 
the  percentage  of  second  class  passengers  was  approximately  the  same  in  both  years.

The  five  ports  on  the  English  Channel  which  are  separately 
specified  in  the  above  table  accounted  for  four-fifths  of  the  entire 
passenger  movement  to  and  from  the  Continent  in  1924,  and  over 
40  per  cent,  of  the  outward  and  44  per  cent,  of  the  inward  pas¬ 
sengers  embarked  or  disembarked  at  the  port  of  Dover  alone. 

The  particulars  furnished  to  the  Board  of  Trade  with  regard 
to  the  passengers  to  and  from  the  Continent  do  not  include 
information  as  to  their  nationality,  but  the  annual  statistics  in 
respect  of  alien  passengers  which  are  prepared  by  the  Home 
Office  show  the  number  of  aliens  travelling  between  the  United 
Kingdom  and  European  ports.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

The  cases  of  infectious  disease  reported  by  vessels  on  arrival 
at  Southampton  are  shown  in  Table  VII,  which  includes  all  cases 
reported  on  the  bills  of  health  on  both  H.M.  Transports  and 
other  vessels. 
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Many  of  the  cases  reported  on  Transports  were  convalescent 
cases  from  India  or  the  Mediterranean,  who  proceeded  to  Netley 
Hospital  or  Haslar  Hospital  for  discharge,  on  furlough,  or  other¬ 
wise.  This  especially  applies  to  the  cases  of  diarrhoea,  dysentery, 
enteric  fever,  malaria,  tuberculosis,  and  venereal  disease  shown  in 
the  said  table.

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PLAGUE. 

No  case  of  Plague  was  reported  on  vessels  arriving  at  South¬ 
ampton. 


Rats. 

The  fact  that  Plague  may  exist  in  rats,  and  from  them  be 
transmitted  by  certain  means  to  human  beings,  renders  it  neces¬ 
sary  to  adopt  special  precautions  with  regard  to  ships  coming 
from  plague-infected  ports.  A  rat  order  (issued  under  the  Cholera, 
Yellow  Fever,  and  Plague  Regulations  of  1907),  setting  forth  the 
measures  to  be  taken  for  preventing  access  of  rats  from  the  ship 
to  the  shore,  is  served  upon  the  masters  of  vessels  coming  from 
plague-infected  ports,  and  such  ships  are  visited  by  the  Inspectors 
at  irregular  times  to  ascertain  that  the  necessary  precautions  are 
being  carried  out. 


The  officers  of  the  Port  Sanitary  Authority  visit  ships  during 
the  discharge  of  cargo  to  ascertain  if  any  dead  rats  are  found. 
When  any  are  discovered  they  are  submitted  to  post-mortem 
examination  by  the  Port  Medical  Officer,  and  if  any  suspicious 
signs  of  Plague  are  found,  a  bacteriological  examination  is  made. 
In  addition,  the  rat  catcher  periodically  provides  batches  of  rats 
caught  on  ships  and  in  various  parts  of  the  Docks.  These  are 
submitted  to  post-mortem  examination. 


Rat  catchers  are  employed  by  the  Southern  Railway  Com¬ 
pany  (Docks)  and  Shipping  Companies,  for  the  destruction  of  rats, 
the  method  employed  being  by  trapping.  The  numbers  caught  are 
checked  each  day  by  the  Port  Sanitary  Staff,  and  returns  made  to 
the  Shipping  Companies  of  the  number  caught  on  each  vessel 
every  week.  After  being  killed,  the  bodies  of  the  rats  are 
destroyed  in  the  furnaces  of  the  pumping  station  or  on  board 
ship. 

The  number  of  rats  captured  during  the  year  on  vessels 
and  in  the  Docks  and  destroyed  was  10,181,  compared  with 
10,681  in  1923  and  11,338  in  1922. 


The  total  number  of  rats  captured  on  vessels  from  plague- 
infected  ports  amounted  to  2,851. 


During  the  year  313  rats  were  examined  at  the  Municipal 
Laboratory,  but  no  condition  suggestive  of  Plague  was  found.

VESSELS  ARRIVING  IN  THE  PORT  OF  SOUTHAMPTON  FROM 
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FUMIGATION  OF  VESSELS. 

The  Public  Health  Authorities  of  the  United  States  of 
America  require  ships  trading  between  the  United  States  and  a 
foreign  country  to  be  fumigated  throughout  at  least  once  every 
six  months.  In  order  to  comply  with  these  regulations,  the 
fumigation  of  hfteen  large  vessels  was  carried  out  during  the 
year. 

Two  transports  were  also  fumigated. 


The  shipping  companies  make  their  own  arrangements  with 
firms  making  a  speciality  of  this  class  of  work  to  carry  out  the 
fumigation,  which  is  done  under  the  supervision  of  the  Port 
Sanitary  Staff,  who  issue  a  certificate  if  the  fumigation  has  been 
satisfactorily  carried  out.

CHOLERA. 

No  case  of  Cholera  was  reported  on  any  vessel  arriving  in 
the  Port  during  the  year. 
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SMALL  POX. 

Three  cases  of  Small  Pox  were  reported  on  vessels  arriving 
at  Southampton. 

The  S.S.  Trewidden  ’’  arrived  at  Southampton  on  the 
14th  January,  and  reported  having  landed  a  case  of  Small  Pox, 
at  Basra,  on  the  8th  November,  1923.  A  further  case  occurred 
on  board,  which  died  on  the  ist  January,  1924,  and  was  buried 
at  sea.  Disinfection  was  carried  out  at  Basra,  Oran  and  Suez. 
Disinfection  was  also  carried  out  on  the  arrival  of  the  ship  at 
Southampton,  and  the  names  and  addresses  of  all  persons  landing 
were  forwarded  to  the  districts  to  which  they  were  proceeding. 

H.M.T.  “  Derbyshire  ”  arrived  at  Southampton  on  the 
30th  December  with  a  case  of  Small  Pox  on  board.  The  vessel 
came  from  Hong  Kong,  and  had  embarked  troops  at  Bombay 
on  the  8th  December.  The  patient,  who  was  a  private,  aged  24 
years,  in  the  Sherwood  Foresters,  was  removed  to  the  South¬ 
ampton  Small  Pox  Hospital. 

The  vessel  had  1,203  troops  and  military  passengers,  and 
167  crew  on  board. 

The  names  and  addresses  of  persons  on  board  were  obtained 
and  forwarded  to  the  districts  to  which  they  were  proceeding. 
The  members  of  the  crew  who  were  residing  in  the  Town  were 
kept  under  observation,  and  disinfection  and  vaccination  carried 
out. 

ENTERIC  FEVER  AND  PARA-TYPHOID  EEVER. 

Twenty-five  cases  of  Enteric  Fever,  four  Enteric  Eever 
carriers,  and  three  cases  of  Para-Typhoid  Fever  were  reported 
to  have  occurred  on  vessels  arriving  in  the  Port. 

Seven  of  the  cases  were  admitted  to  the  Isolation  Hospital, 
a  doubtful  case,  which  was  removed  to  a  Nursing  Home,  was 
subsequently  notified  as  Enteric  Eever,  fourteen  cases  were 
removed  to  Netley  Hospital,  six  were  landed  at  other  Ports 
before  arrival  at  Southampton,  one  case  died  at  sea,  and  three 
were  convalescent  on  arrival. 


DIPHTHERIA. 

Eleven  cases  were  reported,  two  of  which  were  admitted  to 
the  Isolation  Hospital  and  one  to  a  Military  Hospital.  Eight 
cases  were  convalescent  on  arrival. 
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SCARLET  FEVER. 

Seven  cases  were  reported,  four  of  which  were  removed  to 
the  Isolation  Hospital.  One  case  was  landed  at  another  Port, 
and  two  cases  were  convalescent  on  arrival. 


MEASLES. 

Forty  cases  were  reported,  eight  of  which  were  removed  to 
the  Isolation  Hospital. 

Ten  cases  were  landed  at  other  Ports  before  arrival,  nine 
proceeded  in  vessels  to  other  Ports,  and  seven  were  convalescent 
on  arrival.  Six  cases  were  removed  to  their  homes. 


INFLUENZA  AND  PNEUMONIA. 

Twelve  cases  of  Influenza  and  thirty-hve  cases  of  Pneumonia 
were  reported.  Two  cases  of  Pneumonia  were  removed  to  Shirley 
Warren  Inhrmary,  and  twelve  to  Military  Hospitals. 


TUBERCULOSIS. 

One  hundred  and  sixty-six  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  re¬ 
ported,  ten  of  which  proved  fatal  during  the  voyage,  and  were 
buried  at  sea.  One  hundred  and  seven  of  the  cases  were  troops 
invalided  home,  and  were  removed  to  Military  Hospitals  on 
arrival. 


VENEREAL  DISEASE. 

Eighty  cases  of  venereal  diseases  were  reported.  Forty-four 
of  these  were  military  cases,  and  were  removed  to  Military 
Hospitals  on  arrival  for  treatment. 

Provision  for  the  free  treatment  of  seamen  is  made  at  the 
Municipal  Clinic,  and  advantage  is  taken  by  seamen  of  the  facilities 
provided. 

In  cases  where  a  seaman  is  under  treatment,  and  is  leaving 
the  Port,  he  is  given  a  card  and  particulars  in  order  that  he  may 
be  able  to  continue  treatment  at  any  other  Port  in  the  United 
Kingdom  at  which  he  may  call. 

Handbills  calling  attention  to  the  dangers  of  Venereal  Disease, 
and  the  facilities  that  are  available  for  their  treatment  in  the 
Borough,  are  distributed  on  each  ship  arriving  in  the  Port,  and 
are  also  posted  up  in  the  latrines  in  the  Docks. 
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DISINFECTION. 

Disinfection  was  carried  out  by  the  Port  Sanitary  Authority 
on  74  vessels,  and  19,539  articles  of  bedding  and  other  articles, 
including  29  parcels  of  passengers’  effects,  were  removed  to 
Disinfecting  Station  at  West  Quay  for  disinfection. 


WATER  BARGES. 

The  water  barges  used  for  supplying  with  drinking  water 
vessels  and  yachts  in  the  Port  of  Southampton,  were  frequently 
inspected  during  the  year.  They  were  found  in  a  cleanly  and 
satisfactory  condition.  These  barges  obtain  their  water  from 
the  Corporation  supply. 

OIL  TANKERS. 

Forty-nine  vessels  from  Tampico,  10  from'  New  Orleans, 
10  from  Abadan,  8  from  Port  Arthur,  Texas,  2  from  San  Pedro, 
2  from  Philadelphia,  2  from  Beaumont,  Texas,  2  from  Baton 
Rouge,  and  i  from  Tuxpan  arrived  at  Fawley,  in  the  South¬ 
ampton  Water,  to  discharge  fuel  oil. 


TRANSPORTS. 

Nineteen  transports  arrived  at  Southampton  during  the 
year  ;  the  total  crew  landed  amounted  to  3,501,  and  the  military 
passengers,  troops,  women  and  children  to  18,855.  This  is  a 
decrease  compared  with  the  previous  year,  when  37  transports, 
6,602  crew  and  36,871  military  passengers  arrived  in  the  Port. 

All  the  vessels  arrived  from  Ports  on  the  “  infected  ”  list, 
and  were  boarded  and  examined  on  arrival  in  conjunction  with 
the  naval  and  military  authorities  at  the  Port.

GENERAL  SANITARY  CONDITION  OF  VESSELS. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  vessels  using  this  Port  is  generally 
satisfactory.  Most  vessels,  either  on  arrival  or  during  their  stay 
are  inspected,  and  any  found  defective  reported  at  the  time  to 
the  officer  in  charge.  As  a  rule  the  defect  is  at  once  seen  to,  but 
should  there  be  any  delay  or  refusal  on  the  part  of  the  officer 
an  official  notice  is  served  forthwith,  and  the  master  ordered  to 
abate  the  nuisance  within  a  given  time. 

On  30  vessels  insanitary  conditions  were  discovered.  They 
were  of  an  unimportant  character,  and  in  the  majority  of  cases 
were  remedied  after  verbal  notice  had  been  given. 

In  those  cases  where  the  vessel  sailed  before  notice  could 
be  complied  with — ^if  the  vessel  was  proceeding  to  a  home  port — 
information  as  to  the  non-compliance  was  forwarded  to  the  Port 
Medical  Officer  of  the  district  to  which  such  vessel  was  proceeding.

ALIENS’  ORDER,  1920. 

The  Aliens’  Order,  1920,  which  came  into  operation  on  the 
I2th  April,  1920,  prohibited  the  landing  of  aliens  in  the  United 
Kingdom,  except  with  the  leave  of  an  immigration  officer  ap¬ 
pointed  by  H.M.  Government.  The  Order  further  restricted  an 
alien  from  landing  except  at  an  approved  port,  of  which  there 
are  eighteen  in  the  United  Kingdom. 

Southampton  is  one  of  the  approved  ports,  and  the  work 
of  inspection  and  examination  of  all  aliens  arriving  is  carried 
out  by  the  Port  Sanitary  Medical  Staff. 

The  work  necessitates  a  Medical  Officer  being  always  available 
for  duty.  Many  aliens  arrive  from  the  Continent  by  the  Channel 
steamers  which  arrive  daily  at  between  6  a.rn.  and  7  a.m.,  others 
by  vessels  of  the  Royal  Mail,  Cunard,  White  Star,  Red  Star, 
Union-Castle  and  other  lines  which  arrive  regularly  but  at  un¬ 
certain  hours. 

The  inspection  of  aliens  is  carried  out  on  board  the  large 
vessels  on  arrival,  those  aliens  requiring  a  more  detailed  medical 
examination  being  sent  ashore  to  a  room  specially  provided  in 
the  Docks.

REPORT  AS  TO  THE  WORKING  OF  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH 
(REGULATIONS  AS  TO  FOODS)  ACT,  1907, 

FOR  THE  YEAR  1924. 

The  Regulations  are  :  — 

1.  Unsound  Food  Regulations  (First  Series),  1908. 

2.  Foreign  Meat  Regulations,  1908. 

3.  Foreign  Meat  Regulations  (Amendment),  1909. 

The  Regulations  were  carried  out  in  this  Port  on  the  lines 
adopted  in  previous  years,  and,  with  few  exceptions,  the  cargoes 
landed  were  in  good  condition. 

The  officers  of  H.M.  Customs  and  Excise  willingly  render 
every  assistance  and  co-operation. 

The  official  forms  recommended  by  the  Ministry  of  Health 
have  been  used,  and  are  found  to  meet  all  requirements,  and  in 
every  case  (except  one)  where  notices  were  issued,  voluntary 
surrender  was  made  for  the  destruction  of  the  articles  detained. 
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The  quantity  of  food  stuffs  condemned  as  unfit  for  human 
food  amounted  to  over  80  tons,  being  an  increase  of  54  tons 
compared  with  the  previous  year. 

Beef  (Chilled). 

The  quantity  of  chilled  beef  imported  into  the  United  King¬ 
dom  amounted  to  5,150,767  quarters,  as  compared  with  4,600,654 
quarters  received  in  1923,  an  increase  of  550,113  quarters. 


From  the  Argentine  4,820,282  quarters  arrived,  an  increase 
of  612,454  quarters  ;  Uruguay  shipments  shew  a  decrease  of 
58,584  quarters,  and  a  decrease  of  3,609  quarters  from  Brazil. 

The  number  of  quarters  landed  at  this  Port  amounted  to 
230,619,  a  reduction  of  14,334  quarters  as  compared  with  1923. 

Beef  (Frozen). 

The  amount  of  frozen  beef  imported  into  the  United  Kingdom 
totalled  2,065,319  quarters,  as  compared  with  2,637,534  quarters 
received  in  1923,  a  decrease  of  572,215  quarters,  or  21.7  per  cent. 

From  every  source  of  supply  the  shipments  were  smaller, 
decreases  being  registered  of  374,566  quarters  from  Argentina, 
36,044  quarters  from  Uruguay,  10,911  quarters  from  Australia, 
and  106,596  quarters  from  New  Zealand.  Brazil  sent  only  723 
quarters,  as  compared  with  42,541  in  1923,  whilst  Canada  sent 
1,054  quarters,  against  2,636  received  in  1923. 

The  quantity  received  at  this  Port  totalled  17,921  quarters, 
as  compared  with  63,708  quarters  received  in  1923. 


Mutton  and  Lamb. 

The  arrivals  of  frozen  mutton  and  lamb  from  all  sources 
amounted  to  12,982,083  carcases,  as  compared  with  15,135,885 
in  1923,  a  decrease  of  2,153,802  carcases,  or  14.2  per  cent. 

Of  this  amount,  74,427  carcases  were  landed  at  the  Port. 
Offal. 

The  offal  landed  at  this  Port  during  the  year  totalled  44,284  ^ 
packages,  compared  with  163,713  received  in  1923.  The  usual  j 
procedure  of  de-frosting  a  portion  of  each  consignment  has  been 
adhered  to,  the  offal  thus  examined  was  found  to  be  in  good 
condition  and  free  from  disease. 

Scrap  Meat. 

There  has  been  no  scrap  meat  received  during  the  year. 

Pork. 

Nine  consignments  of  frozen  pigs,  totalling  2,562  carcases, 
were  received.  Inspection  was  made  of  each  consignment,  no 
diseased  carcases  being  found, 


Bacon. 

Over  70,000  packages  of  bacon  were  landed  during  the  year. 
Examination  of  each  consignment  was  made,  the  same  being 
found  in  good  condition  and  free  from  disease. 


Canned  Foods. 

The  number  of  packages  of  canned  foods  landed  at  this  Port 
amounted  to  198,783,  a  large  proportion  of  same  being  in  transit 
to  the  continent  and  to  United  States  of  America. 

The  consignments  were  in  good  condition,  very  few  tins 
being  found  unsound. 


Fruit  and  Vegetables. 

A  heavy  trade  in  fruit  and  vegetables  has  been  experienced, 
daily  consignments  being  received  from  the  Channel  Islands  and 
French  Ports. 

Large  shipments  of  fruit  have  been  received  from  Spain, 
South  Africa,  United  States,  Canada. 


Proceedings  before  a  Magistrate. 

On  March  20th  ten  bags  of  potatoes,  ex  S.S.  “  Ousel,”  from 
Rotterdam,  were  inspected  and  condemned  by  a  magistrate.
